It is a trite observation in recent years 
that our season of Thanksgiving has lost 
the religious significance, fervor and feel­ 
ing that marked the celebration of the day 
by our New England 
forefathers. 
The 
Puritans, who offered praises and thanks­ 
giving for their manifold blessings were in 
so deplorable a situation that the whole 
population, if 
living today 
in the same 
plight would be objects of pity and com­ 
passion. 
If Americans were to mediate calmly on 
the matter, the 
very 
fact that they are 
Americans is a sufficient cause for rejoic­ 
ing and thanksgiving. 
Instead oí that we 
are confronted with a growing discontent 
which seeks to place the blame for real or 
imaginary evils, not upon the shoulders of 
the inhabitants, where the blame belongs 
in a free, 
self-governing community, but 
upon the government or the system. 
The 
number seems to be increasing of those 
who have doubts about a republican form 
of government, and there are those who 
go so far as to proclaim that it cannot en­ 
dure. 
“A noble 
discontent 
is 
the path to 
heaven”— provided, that discontent is ac­ 
companied by a discontent with one's own 
short comings and a determination to do 
better and to deserve better things. 
The right tests for Americans in estimat­ 
ing their blessings are, how does their pres­ 
ent benefits compare with those received 
by the early Americans? 
How does the 
conditions of America compare with that 
of other peoples of the world?

Coolidge says: 
“We have 
been 
blessed 
with much 
ftf material 
prosperity.

shall be better able to appreciate it if we 
remember the privations others have suf­ 
fered, and we shall be the more worthy of 
it if we use it for their relief.

DOUBTFUL OF LIQUOR PACT. 


rhe rum-runners and bootleggers must 
very much pleased over the increasing 
ns of opposition to the Hughes treaty or 
•eement with Great Britain regarding 
liquor smuggling issue. 
That agree- 
nt would give the United States the rignt 
search and seize rum-runners with ap- 
ximately a twelve mile zone around the 
erican shores. 
This ought to be, and 
loubtedly 
would 
be be, of enormous 
je in enforcing 
the 
Volstead art and 
aid make possible the complete defeat 


of the rum-runners. 
That being the case, 
every staunch believer in the Volstead act 
ought to be heartily in favor of the Hughes 
agreement. 
But there is a fly in the ointment. 
The 
Hughes agreement also provides that Brit­ 
ish .ships may bring into our harbors “under 
seal” the liquor which they carry for the 
use of their crews and passengers. 
The 
supreme court has said that under the Vol­ 
stead act this cannot be done. 
Hence, if 
we now go ahead and do it under this trea­ 
ty, holding that a treaty supersedes a con­ 
flicting law of congress, the Volstead act is 
to that extent 
weakened 
and 
set aside. 
There are prohibitionists who are opposed 
to any weakening of the act in any way 
whatsoever and for any purpose whatso­ 
ever, holding that once this process is be­ 
gun there is no telling where it will end. 
On this 
account it seems 
likely that the 
Hughes agreement or treaty will encounter 
formidable opposition. 
One thing may be taken for granted and 
that is that the rum-runners and bootleg­ 
gers will do everything they can to stir up 
the extreme prohibitionists against the pro­ 
posed agreement 
They 
will v do this, of 
course, in the secret ways well known to 
them, for it would 
never 
do to let those 
good people suspect that the purveyor of 
liquor were egging them on; but that they 
will do it admits of no doubt If the prohibi­ 
tionists would accepf it— as of course they 
will not— they could easily get a big boot­ 
leg fund with which to fight the Hughes 
pac I. 


MINE AUTOMOBILE DRIVERS. 


From the St. Louis Star. 
So far there have been 121 deaths from 
automobile accidents on the streets of St. 
Louis this year. 
Careless driving and con­ 
temptuous ignoring of traffic regulations 
are responsible for the most of them. Light 
fines have followed the great majority of 
accidents, judges protesting that they have 
no power to inflict jail sentences. 
Why not require a rigid examination as 
to driving 
automobiles somewhat on the 
order of the English or continental Europe 
system, and issue 
driving 
licenses 
that 
must always be carried with the driver, be 
he owner of chauffeur? 
Under these 
systems, 
competent engi­ 
neers test the driver’s knowledge of the 
mechanism of his car, or motorcycle, test 
his knowledge of the traffic rules of the 
city and state, and upon satisfactory ans­ 
wers and demonstrations in crowded traf­ 
fic, issues a driver’s license with a photo­ 
graph of the driver sealed upon it with the 
state seal. 
The little booklet, considerably smaller 
than an ordinary pocket memorandum that 
can be carried in the vest pocket has extra 
sheets in blank. 
Following any accident, 
or infringement of the traffic rules, the po­ 
liceman’s 
first 
duty 
is to demand the 
driver’s license. 
If he has 
no 
penalties 
noted on the blank sheets, the trial judge 
enters the nature of the accident, the fine 
assessed, etc., on the license. 
The second offense finds the judge tak­ 
ing up the license for a period of six months 
or a year in case of non-fatal accidents— 
and the penalty for driving without a li­ 
cense is six months in jail without appeal. 
In case of fatal accidents, in addition to 
punishment for the 
fatality, 
the driver’s 
license is taken away 
for 
an 
indefinite 
period. 
In Europe there is also an “international 
license” which 
supplements 
the issuing 
country’s license. 
Here, 
also, 
are blank 
pages for penalties, and two penalties not­ 
ed on these sheets automatically bar any 
driver of a country from operating a ma­ 
chine in any other country of Europe. This 
license also must be carried on the person 
of the driver. Some such system might be 
inaugurated through federal statutes for 
interstate drivers. 
This system would force drivers to be 
competent, and 
lack of driver’s 
license, 
with six months in the Workhouse without 
appeal, would certainly make the average 
road hog think several times before ventur­ 
ing out on the highways with his reckless 
machine that knows no consideration for 
other motorists or any pedestrian.

designed to encourage homeseek- 
ers.

Recommendations for Immediate 
relief: Bankers and business men 
were urged to assist in providing 
storage facilities at once to meet 
the needs ot their home communi­ 
ties. 
The bankers were nrged to

loans on the stored grain, and if 
their

MERCHANT CREDIT EXPENSIVE 


Investigations indicate that farm­ 
ers may be materially benefited by 
demonstrating to them the losses 
they incur through the useof mer­ 
chant credit Instead of bank credit 
In conferences arranged by the 
Agricultural 
Commission, 
Ameri­ 
can Bankers Association, it has 
frequently developed that fanners 
In many instances are thoughtless­ 
ly carrying heavy burdens of mer­ 
cantile credit. 
The cost to fanners of merchant 
credit often runs as high as 50 per 
cent annually. 
The United Su tes 
Department 
of 
Agriculture 
has 
made surveys of credit and insur­ 
ance conditions in North Carolina, 
in which 800 farmers were inter­ 
viewed, and which showed that 433 
were relying on merchant credit. 
The average cost was 26.6 per 
cent, figured annually. 
The aver­ 
age rate paid by white farmers 
was 21.8 per cent, while that for 
the colored was 32.2 per cent Th!» 
difference

smaller average amount of credit 
used by the colored fanners, the 
greater risk Involved in credit to 
them, and to an Inclination to Uke 
advantage of the less fortunate 
class.

BLAST IN A MINE 
CAUSES DEATHS 
OF TWO WORKERS 


Fourteen Unaccounted For 
Up To Early In The 
Afternoon. 


BADLY BURNED 
RUSHED TO HOSPITAL 


Exp'osion Occurred In a 
Shaft of Big Colliery At 
West Frankfort.

made up the toll of the explosion 
which occurred Monday morning at 
Mine No. 1 of the Chicago Wilming­ 
ton and Franklin Coal Company at 
Orient, four miles from here, it was 
reported by the rescue teams who 
returned to the surface shortly be­ 
fore 1 oclock this afternoon. 
All 
men entombed in the mine have 
been brought to safety, it was stated 
by members of the teams. 
The two dead are; 
Ira B. Hamil­ 
ton, 20, and Harry Otle, 23 years old. 
Six of the injured, it is feared, 
will die. The most seriously injured 
are: 
W illie Sweet, a 
trapper; 
Frank 
Waite, Tony Lute!, John Weirs, C 
Brelba and a man named Fynn. 
Waite, it was said, was one of he 
survivors of the fatal Cherry, III., 
mine explosion, which occurred in 
1909. 
At that time Waite was en­ 
tombed near the bottom of the sh-t t 
for eight days 
without 
food 
or 
water. 
The cause of the explosion could 
not be determined, it was stated by 
officials of the mine, but it was be­ 
lieved by survivors 
to 
have 
been 
caused by gas, probably black damp. 
About 1,100 men were in the mine at 
the time of the explosion, but only a 
small number of these are said to 
have been working in the immediate 
vicinity of the, explosion area. 
The two dead and all the 13 injur­ 
ed were picked up close to the place 
where the blast occurred, it was re­ 
ported by the rescue teams. 
This 
was on a level about 500 feet from 
the surface and approximately one 
mile from the main entrance.

The advices received over 
the company's private wire, indicated 
that the explosion occurred in the 
northwest corner of the mine, prob­ 
ably about a mile from the shaft.

FROM ARGENTINE

WASHINGTON, — Freight 
rates 
on 
Wheat

producing 
regions of Argentina to Liverpool are 
from three to eleven cents a bushel 
less than the 
combined 
rail 
and 
ocean rate from 
wheat

The wide disparity between the 
cost of bread to the consumer and 
the price received by the producer 
for the wheat from which it is made, 
is cited by the department as a typi­ 
cal illustration of the disproportion­ 
ate 
relationship 
which 
exists be­ 
tween the price of farm products and 
the price of things that have gone 
through a manufacturing process. 
“The price of bread in cities has 
not fallen with the price of wheat 
and flour,” says the statement. 
“A 
pound loaf of bresd which in Min­ 
neapolis in 1913-14 cost 5.3 cents, now 
costs approximately 9 cents, whilfi 
flour which in 1913-14 cost $4.43 a 
barrel, now costs 6.89. Allowing 280 
loaves to the barrel, the margin be­ 
tween the flour price and the bread 
price, has increased from $10.40 to

Regulation of Carrier Op­ 
erations Advocated 
By Committee. 


WASHINGTON.— Regulation 
of 
the 
common 
carrier 
operations 
of 
motor vehicles 
in 
the 
public 
interest, not only by the states and 
municipalities but by 
the 
federal 
government, is one of the measures 
advocated by the Motor Transport 
Committee, designated by the Cham­ 
ber of 
Commerce 
of 
the 
United 
States, in a report it has submitted 
to the President, Julius H. Barnes. 
“So long as a considerable part of 
motor transportation is 
left in 
the 
hands of operators who know little 
of cost accounting, 
the 
committee 
says, “and so make and break rates 
every day and are forced out of bus­ 
iness when their trucks w'ear out, the 
service will remain 
undependable 
and the public will be unable to real­ 
ize the full 
posibilities 
of 
motor 
transport,even though it may derive 
temporary benefit from charges be­ 
low cost. The railroads, on the other 
hand, will not be able to withdraw 
from unprofitable service and save a 
large expense 
due to 
unnecessary 
stations and station personnel until 
the public is assured of reliable and 
continuous truck service. 
“To establish motor haulage on a 
sounjl basis and determine more de­ 
finitely I 3 economic range, the ser­ 
vice must be organized and backed 
by responsible capital. 
Such capi­ 
tal will demand full knowledge of all 
of the elements of the cost of opera­ 
tion. 
“And if common-carrier trucks are 
permanently to,form a part of our no­ 
tional transportation scheme, com­ 
mon-carrier regulation is vitally nec­ 
essary. 
This is developed more ful­ 
ly in a later section of the report. 
“It is evident that if the motor 
vehicle is to supplant the steam 01* 
electric railroad in good weather, it 
m ust supply the service throughout 
the entire year 
and 
over definite 
routes at stated times. 
This indi­ 
cates that the motor vehicle perform­ 
ing the service should secure a certi­ 
ficate of convenience and necessity 
from the duly constituted public au­ 
thority and should be 
required 
to 
give continuous service. 
It also na­ 
turally implies that the state or local 
government must remove snow and 
otherwise maintain the highways in 
passable condition 
at 
all times as 
part of the highway maintenance. 
“The requirem ent 
of 
continuous 
service can obviously be applied only 
to the common-carrier motor vehicle. 
It is not feasible or desirable to in­ 
terfere with the trader’s right either 
to move his goods on his own trucks 
or to contract with private truck op­ 
erators.’'

S M A L L C A K E S AND COOKIES 
T 
HIS is the time of the year 
when fruit cake, pound cake 
and cookies of various kinds are 
prepared by the thrifty housewife, 
for the season when there Is little 
time for any extra work. The holi­ 
days bring so much to do that the 
food which keeps and is improved 
by age is always prepared early.

there lives a man who farms a 200- 
acre farm wholly with ox power. 
The man is Sam A. Nichols, a bach­ 
elor farmer of some fifty-five years 
who lives on the farm where he was 
born and where his father settled 
nearly a century ago, 
Mr. Nichols 
ascribes his preference for bovine 
power, rather than horse or tractor 
power, to the fact that steers require 
less careful 
attention 
and feeding 
than horses and are much cheaper in 
every way than either horses or trac­ 
tors and are more serviceable in the 
timber. 
* 
Nichols keeps two yokes of enor­ 
mous steers in use the year around. 
He selects the animals from his own 
herd of big-boned shorthorn 
cattle 
and begins breaking them as soon as 
they are weaned. The best steers are 
used until they are about ten years 
old, when they are disposed of on 
the St. Louis market. Few of these 
beasts weigh less than a ton and 
one whi£h was shipped last winter 
tipped the beam at 2,500 pounds. 
Mr. Nichols trains his cattle to do 
all kinds of farm work. They puu the 
mower, check row corn planter, bin­ 
der, wagon, cultivator and all other 
farm implements ordinarily pulled by 
teams or tractors, and are controlled 
only by a small rope on the horns of 
the “lead” steer, together with loud 
expostulations from the driver, ac­ 
cording to Nichols’* story. 
Not only 
does Mr. Nichols train his oxen in 
useful duties, but he also trains them 
to perform many little tricks that are 
unbelieveably clever for an ox. They 
mulch “nubbins” from their owner’s 
pockets with their 
tongues, 
carry 
him about the 
farm 
on 
their ele­ 
phantine beads and one big bovine, 
with unusually long, curving horns, 
carries two 
four-gallon 
buckets of 
water, one on each horn, from the 
spring to the house, a distance of a 
quarter of a mile, without spilling a 
drop. 
Mr. Nichols is no less interesting 
than his beasts of burden. 
Though 
a comparatively obscure farmer, he 
is a scholar 
and 
a debater of no 
mean ability. 
He is skid by those 
who know him to be able to define 
correctly every word in the diction­ 
ary r".d to have a knowledge of his­ 
tory and literature that is equalled 
by 
few 
college 
professors. 
His 
knowledge of the scientific world is 
marvelous, it is said, and he is versed 
in the law to the extent that he ap­ 
pears as counsel for the defense on 
practically all justice court trials and j 
law suits in this locality.

WASHINGTON,— President 
Cool- 
idge's message to Congress will em­ 
brace a series of expilict recommen­ 
dations rather than a presentation 
of long arguments and discussions 
of such recommendations. 
The chief executive virtually com­ 
pleted work Friday 
on 
the 
mes­ 
sage. which is expected to have an 
extremely important bearing on bis 
political fortunes. Several days will 
be required for the redrafting of 
several sections, not for the purpose 
of changing their purport, but 
to 
clarify the language. The document 
will be sent to the printer probably 
early next week. 
W hite House officials in making 
known that the message will pre­ 
sent definite recommendations and 
contain little in the way of argu­ 
ments in support of these recom­ 
mendations eaid Coolidge expected 
his suggestions to Congress to be 
acceptable as sound on their face. In 
as much as arguments and impres­ 
sions will be ab eni, the message is 
expected to be rather brief. 
Very little definite information 
has been glveen out regarding the 
contents 
of 
tha 
message. 
The 
President has done most of the work 
upon it in his study in the residen­ 
tial portion of the White 
House, 
and while he has received sugges­ 
tions from an almost countless num­ 
ber of persons in the past three 
months, be has seldom revealed to 
his callers his position with respect 
to t^ese suggestions. 
The 
general 
belief 
Is that the 
three major questions 
upon which 
recommendations will be made are 
taxation, 
agricultural 
relief 
and 
transportation. 
The 
transportation 
question was discussed by Coolidge 
again today with Senator Cummins 
of Iowa, chairman of the senate In­ 
terstate Commerce Committee. Sena- 
or Cummins advocates legislation to 
bring about consolidation of the rail­ 
roads for more efficient operation 
and has announced he will Introduce 
a bill to accomplish such a purpose. 
The statem ent was made in behalf 
)f the president after the conference 
between him and Senator Cummins 
hat agreement between the two was 
'egarded as more than probable. This 
•vas interpreted 
as 
meaning that 
whatever bill Senator Cummins in­ 
troduces will bear the stamp of ad­ 
ministration approval. 
One question set at rest with re­ 
spect to the contents of the message 
today was that there weuld be no 
recommendation as to a general gov­ 
ernment building program. Embark­ 
ation upon such a program has been 
held in abeyance since the war by 
the demand for economy in govern­ 
mental expenditures, and it was indi­ 
cated at the white house today that 
Coolidge had no intention of altering 
this policy for the present. It Is re­ 
garded as certain, however, that the 
executive will recommend that the 
government start on a program of 
building in the District of Columbia 
for the better housing of the various 
departments and bureaus. 


With the 1923 potato crop of the 
United States reported 10% below 
that of last year and the Euro­ 
pean crop of the current year 
20% below last year, the eyes of 
the world are naturally turning 
toward the potato bin. 
But the potato situation, says 
the Trade Record of The National 
City Bank of New York, is not 
after all so serious because it hap­ 
pens that the 1922 crop with which 
we are comparing the prospective 
outturn of 1923 was abnormally 
large and this shortage of 10 or 
20 per cent in the outturn of 
America and Europe still leavei 
the 1923 crop quite up to the aver­ 
age of recent years. In the case 
©i the United States the average 
crop in the decade ending with 
1922 was 378,000.000 bushels, while 
the estimate of the Department 
of Agriculture ?s for 390,000.000 in 
the calendar year 1923. Our CTop 
of 1922, 450,000,000 bushels, was 
the “biggest ever.” 
In Europe, 
exclusive of Russia for which no 
figures are yet available, the crop 
of 1922, according to figures of the 
Rome International Institute of 
Agriculture, was 4 682 000.000 bush­ 
els against a little leis than 3,- 
000,000,000 in 1921, and while the 


partial reports from the prfhdpat 
European countries in 1923 show a 
slight reduction, it is quite appar­ 
ent that the European total for 
1923 will be materially greater 
than that of 1921, even though it 
should fall 20 per cent below the 
abnormally high year 1922. 
The 
term “abnormally high year” ap­ 
plies only to that section of Eu­ 
rope for which official figures are 
available, for the world is stil! 
lacking 
information 
about 
the 
crop of Russia, which was prior 
to the war a very large producer 
of potatoes. 
Curiously, adds the Trade Rec­ 
ord, the birthplace of the potato, 
South America, is now one of the 
world’s 
smallest 
producers 
of 
that important factor in world 
food supply. 
Prior to the war 
the 
world’s 
biggest 
producers 
were, in the order of magnitude 
of production, Germany, Russia, 
France, Austria, and the United 
States, and even at the present 
time despite the post-war bound­ 
ary changes in Europe, the rela­ 
tion as to the production of the 
respective countries stands about 
the same, the latest figures putting 
the 1922 outturn of Germany at 1,- 
494,000.000 bushels, Poland.'

Of course, the world’s potato 
crop was materially reduced dur­ 
ing the war in view of the fact 
that the chief military activities 
occurred in the great potato pro­ 
ducing section of Europe which 
supplied in normal times consid­ 
erably more than three-fourths of 
the potatoes of the world. 
The 
world’s record of potato outturn 
fell from 5,872,000.900 bushels in 
1912 to less than 3.000.000.000 dur­ 
ing the most active period of the 
war, but again 
crossed 
the 5 
billion line in 1922, the total world 
outturn of that year, exclusive of 
Russia, having been 5% 
billion 
bushels against the world’s high­ 
est record, that of 1912, 5,573,000,- 
000. 
The 
world’s 
potato 
crop 
-slightly exceeds, in quantity, that 
of any other starch food, the high 
records of world outturn having 
been: potatoes, in 1912, 5,872,000.- 
000 bushels; corn, in 1912, 4,371,- 
000,000; and wheat, in 1915, 4,198,- 
000,000 bushels. 


Our own production of potatoes 
is almost exclusively for home 
consumption. 
We export a few 
million bushels, but only a small 
percentage of the entire crop, and 
our imports are also comparative­ 
ly small. The exports in 1920, the 
high record year, were about 4 
million bushels, and the imports in 
1920 about 6 millions. 
The ex­ 
ports go chiefly to 
Cuba and 
smaller quantities to Canada and 
Mexico, 
and 
the 
imports 
are 
chiefly from Canada. 
Potatoes, 
as a rule, do not enter largely into 
international 
trade: 
they 
are 
chiefly consumed in the country of 
nroductioa.

killed George S. Wade, Kansas City 
sportsman, 
and 
Russell 
Hughes, 
news photographer, and seriously in­ 
jured Jimmy Lee, 
mechanic, of In­ 
dianapolis, Ind. 
According to Hartz 
and 
Starter 
Fred Wagner, the fatalities 
which 
occurred while the cars were being 
lined up for the race were the result 
of a misunderstanding. 
Hartz said 
be made a tour of the track under in­ 
structions from Wagner and did not 
realize that be would not have a 
clear course ahead until almost upon 
the cars clustered at the starting 
line. To avoid hitting them he swerv­ 
ed through the narrow lane still free 
of cars and apparently open to him, 
but in his headlong course the carj 
mowed down three men. 
One was the photographer, 
who 
had snapped his picture just a mo- ¡ 
ment before; another, Wade, owner* 
of the car to be driven by 
Harlan* 
Fengler, who had ju st called out to s 
the youthful driver: "Give it to ’em, j 
Harlan; show 'em what it can do.” j 
They were Wade’s last words, and 
the snapshots of Hartz was Hughes* 
last picture.

Milton, leading the race in his 134th 
lap, toppled down the incline on a 
curve, and whirled into the fence but 
escaped uninjured. 
Although Hill won the race, Eddie 
Hearne. by finishing third and add­ 
ing 140 points to his racing total cap­ 
tured the 1923 national speed cham­ 
pionship, displacing Jimmy Murphy 
last year’s 
title 
holder.

grand total today was 1762 points; 
Murphy's was 1470 and the standing 
of the other drivers as follows:

Report On Recruiting: And 
Re-arming Shows Treaty 
Not Being Adhered To.

LONDON, 
Nov. 
30.—’The news­ 
papers this morning 
are 
devoting 
considerable attention 
to a 
news 
item sent out by 
Reuters 
dealing 
with military 
preparations in 
Ger­ 
many, information concerning which 
the news agency says has reached 
the British government. The article 
declares the British are concerned 
over the situation and its bearing on 
the peace of Europe. The foreign of­ 
fice, in a statement, however, says 
the information given out should not 
be attributed to any official author 
ity. 
"Disturbing information 
concern­ 
ing the extent to which Germany is 
recruiting and rearming has been re­ 
ceived by the British government.” 
says the Reuters article. 
"Although 
the view is taken officially that this 
information reveals potential rather 
than imminent danger, the British 
authorities are 
frankly 
concerned 
over the situation and its bearing on 
the peace of Europe. 
“It is known that 
rapid 
military 
training of a large number of men 
in excess of the 
Versailles 
treaty 
stipulations has 
been 
progressing. 
This, it is declared, is more than 
ever the case since the allied mil­ 
itary control 
ceased nearly a yeai 
ago . Recruiting has been especially 
active in Bavaria, where the security 
police have been engaged in maneu­ 
vers with the army. 
The training 
of students also is in constant pro­ 
gress. 
Hitherto all attempts to in­ 
duce Germany to produce recruiting 
returns in order to enable the allies 
to check up the proper strength of 
the German army at any given mo­ 
ment of inspection with the number 
of recruits actually trained has been 
unsuccessful. 
"Recent information from British 
observers in Germany 
shows 
that 
more 
men 
than 
ever 
are 
being 
trained and that the police and mil­ 
itary soldiers, the regimental asso­ 
ciations and the 
student 
organiza­ 
tions are all bigger than ever. 
Brit­ 
ish officials here, however, feel that 
Germany is not able at present to 
arm the large number of men she is 
training, in the event of mobilization, 
with the necessary artillery, owing to 
the French being in possession of 
her principal industrial 
and 
muni­ 
tions area in the Ruhr. 
But it is 
also known that close relations have 
been cultivated by the Krupps with 
Russia and Sweden. 
Whether these 
Telá%ions are 
concerned 
with the 
manufacture and supply of guns it is 
not yet possible to say. 
"It is also pointed out that up to 
the time tho allied control was relax­ 
ed the allies had not succeeded in 
getting at most more than half the 
rifles in the country. Little doubt is 
entertained by British officials that 
the small arms factories 
in Thur­ 
ingia and elsewhere are turning out 
these and the necessary cartridges 
on a large scale.” 
Notwithstanding the 
official dis­ 
avowal of government responsibil­ 
ity for the dispatcn it attracted con 
siderable 
attention, 
especially 
in 
those newspapers which are habitu­ 
ally suspicious of 
Germany.

others take the view that it repre­ 
sents an unworthy attack on General 
Bingham, representative of the inter­ 
allied military control commission m 
Germany.
